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DETAILED ACTION 
Reasons for Allowance 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Amendments filed by applicants on 0/03/2005 and 10/17/2005 have overcome a new 
matter rejection asserted by the examiner in the office action mailed 6/2/2005 and Advisory 
action mailed 9/26/2005. In the supplemental amendment filed 10/17/2005, applicants amended 
claims to clarify the limitation "a plurality of common genes for different samples." Applicants 
convincingly argued in their response filed 12/9/2003 that prior art cited in the office action 
mailed 9/19/2003 (Shena et al, PNAS, 93:10614-10619 (1996)) fails to teach or suggest visual 
displaying of expression levels using ratios of expression levels of a plurality of samples on or 
inside a surface of a sphere.
